ing. Thy education is complete. Thero 
is nothing more for thee to know. A 
philosopher bath written that man 
learns something new every day. But 
thou — 0, erudite young disciple of Coke 
and Blackstonc — thou art the Perfect 
Man, and on thy noble brow we in- 
scribe the legend " Perfection."

W. D. I'atter.son, cliarj^cd uitii trading 
without n wholesale licciiau. 

Mr. Eberts appeared for the pioaecMtion 
and Mr. Hctt for the defendant. 

Tlie defendant admitted trading but de- 
nied that it was wholesale. 

His Honor gave judgment as follows: 
The defendant's counsel has raised two 
points of law, one of which is that section 
50 of the Municipality Amumliuont .\ot, 
1873, was repealed by Act No. 1 of 1870 
and that consefiuently the by-law of 1875, 
under which tho defendant w.is Bummon- 
ed, as far as it depended upon tho Act of 
1873 became inoperative, it must bo ro- 
monibered, Iiuwcver, that this section 50 
of 1873 was ro-oiKicted f.'i Vm/f/d in 1870 
with the ailditioii uf a piovi.sion tliiil (lie 
same duscriptinn of tax -should not be 
twice collected, i.e., under tlie .Act of 187ti 
and under that of 1873. 

TIio other law point is that clause 1- of 
'the Municipal Reveiuic Hy-law, 1875, is 
not autiiorizod rroviiicial statute. 
This is true only as regards the term of 
imprisonment whicli aliouKl not exceed 
one month (seo Victoria Municipal Oidin- 
ancc, 1807, sec. 39 and 40.) 

According to tho evidence in the case 
the tobacco w.as sold in caddies contain- 
ing from 18 to 20 lbs. eacli and at wlioles.ale 
price; they were opened for examination;

Tho error was 
merely clerical and he would ask that the 
information bo amended. Tho learned 
counsel then proceeded to read the article 
complained of as foUovra: — 

"XOT READY." 

"Our special dispatch from Cliuton an- 
nounces that the trial of the men arrested 
on suspicion of having murdered Thomas 
Poole and family has been postponed till 
next Assizes. Tho prosecution was not 
ready to proceed. If tho men are not 
guilty a great hardship will be inflicted 
upon them by this additional imprison- 
ment. If they are guilty, tho evidence of 
their guilt and the chances of their con- 
viction will grow fainter daily. The real 
causo of the adjourmcnt is surmised to bo 
tho presence of the .VTToitKKY-fiK.N'Kit.vL 
at Victoria. Mr. H.vituiso.v, a young man 
of good parts, but wlio is entirely without 
experience, was entrusted with the Crown 
business on tho Mainland.

' that time under articles; in 1871 T went to 
: San Fmncisco and I was man.aging 
clerk to a counsellor at law there; on my 
return to N'ictoiia at the end of that year 
i was employed as managing clerk in tho 
ofiiee of ii barrister-at law. In 1S7-I I was 
admitted as an attorney; I practised as 
such and was called to the bar in Feb- 
ruary 1875; am still on the roll as an at- 
torney and I have never been disbarred ; 
am still nn the roll of barristers; ever 
since I was admitted I have been actively 
engaged in practice; from 18Ct5 to tho 
present time I have been continuou.sly 
employed in the law eithur as a student, 
clerk or [jractitioner; since 1874 I liavc 
been dependent on my profession for my 
livelihood; 1 was entrusted with the busi- 
ness for tiie Crown at Clinton during last 
Assizes; tho Assize day was July 10th; I 
got there on the evening of .fuly 0th;

Silt: — Can you inform me why the 
ease between mo and the Justices of 
the Peace is not settled according to 
the law of England, by which wo are 
governed and for which protection we, 
as born British subjects, pay our taxes'? 
The case is vvuU known to you, but I 
will remind you of somo jiarticuhu's 
again. I was taken out of iny own 
priv.'ito liouse iu tho month of April 
and put in prison, and all my stock, 
including milch cows and work o.Ken, 
was turned out of my enclosed fields 
into tho bu.sli, which was the cause of 
iny losing all my year's crops, and also 
a large number of my .stock. When 1 
tohi you of it you saul that as 1 had 
ern]doyed a lawyer the Government 
had nothing to do witli it. It is true 
tliat a lawyer liid undertake the case 
and he caused mo to find tw-o bondsmen 
and myself in the sum of .?750, and ho 
has caused me tu .serve Court papers 
personally to tliem at difl'orent times; 
and ho now w-ritcs ine that, owing to 
the ]ai).;c of time, 1 can got no justice. 
That is how I understand his letter. 
I hope the Clovornment will see that I 
and evory other person under their 
jurisdiction get thoir lawful jirotpction. 
I as a private per.son have no ])ro- 
teetioii in Coniox from the said Justices 
of the Peace, as the following will 
show: — 1 took two men to measure the 
boundary fence between me and an- 
other tnan nioro tlinn n year since and 
as he will not keep his pan of tlio 
feiu-e some of iny stock went through 
i( on his land. Thei'o wero no crops 
ill. ITo came over the fence and clo.sed 
with rnp in my own land and if I had 
not thrown him he might have injured 
me seriously. He went away saying 
that ho would kill me and 1 went to 
tho Justice of tho Peace and told him 
tliat the fence wa."* the cau.se of the 
trouble and 1 wanted him to summon.s 
the men who measured the fence 
and also my opponent to see who 
was iu fault, but he would not, and 
said that Justice had nothing lo do 
w ith fences, but lie would issue a suni- 
inons for assault. 1 told him there 
were no witnesses. Ifo said it was 
not always tlio case that thoy wore 
wanted. When the case; came oil" tliR 
man did acknowledge in open Courts 
iliat he oanu; over tho fence to put nio 
ofi'inyow-n land, and he said that I 
closed with him and tiirew him down; 
and tho sentence of the Court was that 
I should pay all tho costs of Court. 
This was in the Spring. Now the 
same mnu's cattle aro coming through 
tho foncf and destroying my crops, and 
ho or his ein[d(iyes coiiio into my grain 
field, c:irfying their gnus niid driving 
their stock out of my crops, and won't 
put up tho fence. A large tree of his 
fell across my part of the fence in tlie 
Spring, and laid in my cultivated jiad- 
dock. 1 .sent him a note to remove it. 
lie sent inc another note the .same day 
to reniove some of mine that had fallen 
on his fence and to replace the rails 
and clear lii.s liuul. 1 did it at once, 
but his is lying on my land and fence 
yet Tliere is no justice for mo. T took 
ono of liis own countrymen two days 
since and showed him thf^ fence, and 
told him to tell him th.'it if he would 
find two honest men to say that any 
]-iart of my boundary fence w-as down, 
I would put it up at once, and I e.\- 
])0ctcd him to do the .same. A great 
tloal of iny crops are destroyed by his 
cattle. aVow Sir, 1 look to you, w-ho is 
nt the liead cf Her ^lajusty's Govorn- 
ment, for protection to iny life and 
property. I want to get the same pro- 
tection as Chinamen.

The London Thnes says public 
sympathy with the Rev David Alacrae 
has ^^incrcised very much since his 
formal expulsion from the United 
Presbyterian Church. For this there 
are several reasons. In the first place 
tho o])inions for which he haa suffered 
are not generally supposed to be in- 
consistent with orthodoxy in matters 
ajsential to the faith. Tho doctrine 
of unconditional immortality, to which 
he adheres, has long been held and 
publicly taught by men of the highest 
reputation for piety and earnestness in 
the leading Protestant churches. Tho 
truth is that tho opposite doctrine — 
that of endless physical suffering — is 
much more characteristic of the dark- 
est diiys of the Church of Rome than 
those of Protestant fenenta and of 
modern times.

jNIore arrests liave been made for tho 
frauds of .£2,100 upon the Birmingham 
Joint Stock Bank and attempted fraud 
of nearly X'DOO upon the Bank of ICng- 
land. Clever as the swindlers undoubt- 
edly have been, they were evidently 
unaware that banks always advise 
lirafts drawn by thoir coiTespondents. 
The public but rarely take this precau- 
tion, so that if the draft altered from 
£\'J to .£900 had been drawn by a 
[)rivate individual instead of a bank 
the atteui])ted fraud would in all prob- 
ability not have been discovered. As 
it was, when the draft of ,£900 was 
presented the advice was found to be 
but .£12, and the alteration consequent- 
ly detected. Tho loss of £2,100 cau.sed 
by tho alteration of the cheques given 
by Air. Cave on the Birmingham .Joint 
Stock Bank promises to raise an im- 
portant question. The bank does not 
intend (unless compelled by law) to 
sustain any portion of the loss, main- 
taining that bankers are not responsi- 
ble for loss caused by the alteration of 
cheques when the cheques bear no 
"perceptible alteration," and providing 
the same aro paid in good faith and 
without negligence or carelessness. In 
this case the signatures are admitted 
to be genuine, but it is alleged that not 
the slightest alteration is percoptiblo 
even by most powerful microscopical 
observations.

KXJITICIFAL BYLA*W. 

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of WooJch 
Buildings within certain- Fin lAmita 
ivithin the City of Vidona : 

1. That such piirt of tnc City hounded 
on the North by J ohiisun street, on tlio 
South by Fort street, on the Enst by 
Ikoad street and on tho West by tlio 
Water ProntagoTjo hereby declared with- 
in tlio Fire Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
Tlie centre of Johnson to contro of Fort 
from ccntio of Broad shall bo limits re- 
forrod to aljove. 

'2. All lUiililiiigs heroaftcr erected with- 
in tho Fire Tjiiiiits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls wade of Briok, 
Stone or other iiiconibustiblo material and 
such uiitsido Walls ah.ill extend four foet 
aljcive ^\'a^ Plate of Roof , and ijarty Walls 
sliall also oNtciul to saino height above 
Wall I'latf of Kiu.f. Roofs .shall Lo cov- 
oi'utl with KiR'h material as will allbrd pro- 
tection agaiu.st Fire and tho Walls shall 
be so coiisLi-ucted as to .separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and coiiiplctely of tlio 
interior and exterior of audi Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
e.\terior of any adjoining Building. If 
the aiiex of Roof .sliuuUl exceed tho lioight 
of Fire Walls, then the Hoof inuat bo 
covered witii such material as will atlbrd 
protection tvgainst Fire. In tho caso of 
tJtibles the Walls are to be carried up to 
the full height of tlio Apoxof said Roof. 
The teiin Building, as applied in this 
.Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo inndo to conform to 

this Orilinaiice. 

•1 Till' Wniideii Building within tho 
sitidFiio Limits shall not bo altored or 
changtHl without the written iieriiiis-siou of 
the Chief Engineer of the N'ictoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majo7'ity of 
the Fire Wartlens, wliicli permit shall 
specify fully the allmatioiis orcliaiigoa re- 
iiuircil, aiui no such permit shall bo given 
if any iiici-ea.-io will be made by the pro- 
puBcil clianyo or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden lliiilding within the said 
Limit.'!, 01- if sueh re[iair3 or alterations 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twouty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on lile in tho 
olliee of the City Clerk. 

ij. Nil Huililiiig within tho said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside the Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
:iny means so much injured as to bo, in 
the jtulgmeiit of the Chief Engineer and 
a majurity of the Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous iiui.sanoe, or when any Wooden 
Building within t!!'"""!'' Ii'irn Limits shall, 
iu the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a inajoritj' of tho Firo Wardens, bo 
ilamaged by fii-o to tlio extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer sh.all cattHo to be served upon tho 
owner or person having control thoreof a 
notice rei|uiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice .shall within ten days 
lifter receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. O/ic Story BiiiWi/ii;.?— Foundations 
to 1)P not loR.s than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard cl.ay or gravel, aa the caso may 
he, brick walls to be not leas than twelve 
inches thick. Tiro Storji Buildings — 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, aa 
the case m;ij- be. Flric]: n«?fj— Ground 
floor to be not leas than seventeen inches 
thick; first llonr not loss than twelve 
inches thick-. 

8. Anj' per.suii or persuus violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thoreof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each d.ay of maintaining or 
continuing siieli violation nliall be deemed 
a new oHence and pinii.shed accordingly. 

0. 'J'he Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Fire De]iavtmont and tho Fire Wardens 
are re/piired to see Ih.at the provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited for all 

purpo.ics as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879.
